1. Although the technical features of claim 1 are known 
from Dl and D2 (see, for example, figure 1 of Dl and 
figure 3 of D2) , the combination of features contained in 
claim 1 is neither known from nor suggested by the 
available prior art. 

2. This combination of features solves the problem of 
overcoming the difficulties associated with the 
implementation of this type of oscillator (especially the 
delay elements) in silicon (see page 5, lines 1-18, of the 
description) . The subject matter of claim 1 involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 



3. Claims 2-5 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 
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4. Contrary to PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) , the description does 
not cite documents Dl and D2 or indicate the relevant 
prior art disclosed therein.
